But the greater part of 
their wealth is in cold cash in the 
vaults of the treasury departm ent. 
The original grant to the tri!>e was 
t \ 000,000 acres of laud in Southern 
Kansas. 
By the treaty of I8 6 0 tiiev 
were paid 8 L25 per acre for this land, 
and were also given their present res 
ervation. 
Of the am ount of the p ur­ 
chase price, aU>ut ¡¿*8,000,000 is now 
placed to tin* credit of the tribe, not 
one cent of which they can touch, hut 
are paid interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent.

The opinion rendered by 
the Uni ed 
States Supreme t ourt recently materially 
restricts the power of a Slate to prohibit 
the liquor traffic. 
It has never been sup­ 
posed that a State could constitutionally 
prohibit the importation 
into its own 
territory of liquors or pny other com m od­ 
ity from another State or a foreign coun­ 
try. 
But it has been supposed that a 
State might regulate or prohibit the sale 
within its own borders of liquors <*r any­ 
thing else broug ht from any quarter. 
The Supreme court now decides that 
the right to import implies the right to 
sell, and that the State 1ms no power to 
prohibit the importer from selling the 
original packag es 
Stich leg islation, the 
court 
holds, would be an interference 
with interstate commerce, in violation of 
the federal constitution 
According to this ruling any one in a 
prohibition State may not only import 
from another State beer in kegs, w ine in 
bottles or whisky iri flasks, but he may 
sell them in the original packag es in spite 
of the prohibition law. 
We do not un 
derstand that any one but the importer 
may sell them or that he may s* 11 other 
wise than in the orig inal packages. 
This principle, we believe, is now ex 
pressly affirmed by the court for the first 
time. 
Three pf the justices--G ray, Har­ 
lan and 
B r e w e r-d issen t 
They main 
tain that in the exercise of its police pow ­ 
er a State may regulate or prohibit tin 
sale of all liquors within its border, no 
matter where they came from. 
If is a singular circumstance in this af 
fair that the recently appointed justice 
Brewer, of Kansas, one of the dissenting 
judges, was bitterly objected to by the 
Prohibitionists.
